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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Examiner would like to draw the Applicant's 
attention to the previous Office Action dated 04/02/2004, which discloses similar arguments as presented by the Applicant in the After 
Final Response. Focusing on the meaning of "edit(ing)". Jawahar does teach "sending said HTTP message in an edited form to the agent 
side browser", as interpreted by the Examiner as "adding" to said HTTP message. Applicant does not distinguish in the claim or the 
specification a specific limitation stating that the limitation only means to "take away". To "edit" something means to change it's present 
state, which Jawahar teaches by "adding". If the Applicant where to distinguish that the sole meaning of edit is to "take away" and not to 
be interpreted as "taking away" or "adding to", it would overcome the rejection as stated, but would require further search and 
consideration. As for claim 2, the "synchronization" disclosed in Jawahar, for one example, teaches that if a user selects content from a 
browser, the agent will also get the selection made by the user with the added on web frames, "edited" site, that the agent views while 
communicating with the user, as discussed in the previous Office Action discussed above.. Again if the Applicant where to distinguished 
specifically the type of "editing", "adding" or "taking away", it would overcome the reference of Jawahar but would require further search 
and consideration. All other arguments stated in this After Final Response are argued in a similar manner as stated above and stated 
and answered in the Office Action dated 04/02/2004. Rejection still stands as previously stated 
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
